Seminars on operation, control, and
management of activated sludge plants
treating industrial wastewaters. Imple-
mentation of the Water Pollution Con-
trol Act Amendments of 1972 requires
operation of the “Best Practical Tech-
nology” for the treatment of waste-
waters by July 1, 1977. To meet string-
ent effluent criteria, good operational
control of biological wastewater treat-
ment facilities is essential. Therefore
the Environmental and Water Re-
sources Engineering Program and the
Center for Environmental Quality Man-
agement of Vanderbilt University are
sponsoring seminars to develop opera-
tional procedures and control meth-
odology for biological wastewater treat-
ment of industrial wastewaters. Opera-
tional procedures for sludge handling
processes will also be presented.

Four seminars will be held: February
7-9, Houston, Tex.; March 6-8, Chi-
cago; April 17-19, San Francisco; and
May 8-10, New York City.

Ten-day teaching seminar on cardio-
vascular epidemiology and prevention.
The Council on Epidemiology and Pre-
vention of the International Society and
Federation of Cardiology is sponsoring
its 12th teaching seminar on cardio-
vascular epidemiology and prevention,
to be held in Stirling, Scotland, August
26—September 7, 1979. The meeting is
being held in association with the
World Health Organization and local
hosts.

Approximately 30 Fellows can be
accepted.

Nominees normally should be at the
postgraduate level, have some residency
training or its equivalent, and have an
interest in  cardiovascular  disease
epidemiology.

Except in unusual circumstances,
preference will be given to younger
candidates who have little or no formal
training in epidemiology. Partial assist-
ance with travel costs may be avail-
able for the Fellows accepted. Room and
board are free.

Management of infectious diseases. The
Departments of Pediatrics, Pathology
and Internal Medicine and the Office
of Continuing Medical Education at
the University of Arizona College of
Medicine are sponsoring a course in

rent antimicrobial agents will be re-
viewed and integrated into discussions
of the overall management of specific
infectious disease conditions, including
the physiological and immunological
host factors that may complicate treat-
ment.

PUBLIC HEALTH REPORTS, published by the Health Resources Administration,
welcomes from any source contributions of value to public health, health and
medical care, and community medicine.

We are particularly interested in publishing scientific papers concerned with
the delivery of health services and with the many facets of health care, as well
as technical reports documenting studies and research efforts. We also seek
papers on new programs, new projects, and new ideas, even when they are
experimental in nature. We want to record the current happenings in the health
field.

Our readers are practicing public health officials, community health prac-
titioners, faculty and students in colleges where the health disciplines are
taught, and workers in research institutions, hospitals, and community health
organizations.

Manuscript form. To facilitate review, authors should submit four copies of their
manuscripts. All copy, including references, should be typed double spaced,
and each page should end with a completed paragraph. Each chart and
table should be placed on a separate sheet of paper. References should follow
the style used by the journal. Footnotes should be worked into the text.
Authors’ affiliations should appear on a separate sheet. Authors are expected
to recognize scientific contributions by those who have assisted them only if
such contributions warrant mention in the affiliation space or in the text. Jour-
nal policy does not allow publication of separate “‘acknowledgements.” Black
and white photos and charts that illustrate papers are welcome.

The journal publishes a synopsis, in lieu of a summary, of most technical
reports. Authors are requested to submit with appropriate papers a synopsis
of approximately 250 words.

More detailed instructions, including information on the preparation of a
synopsis, will be supplied on request.

Manuscript review. Most manuscripts submitted for publication are reviewed
by technical experts in the Public Health Service as well as those not associated
with the Service. Authors are given the opportunity to consider their com-
ments or suggestions. Authors also receive edited typescripts and galley proofs
for approval. Authors are responsible for the accuracy and validity of all
material, including tables, charts, and references.

Manuscripts are reviewed with the understanding that they have not been
committed for publication elsewhere. Appropriate information should be sup-

plied if a paper has been presented at or prepared for a meeting.

Tearsheets. In lieu of reprints, senior authors are provided with 50 to 100 sets
of tearsheets after publication. Associate authors receive a smaller number.

Secondary publication and indexing. Secondary publication of articles is pro-
vided in various abstracting journals (Abstracts for Social Workers, Current
Literature in Family Planning). Articles are also indexed in the annual Cu-
mulated Index Medicus and monthly Index Medicus (National Library of
Medicine), Engineering Index, Hospital Literature Index (American Hospital
Association), Cumulative Index to Nursing and Allied Health Literature,
American Statistics Index, and Medical Socioeconomic Research Sources
(MEDSOC), as well as in the Institute for Scientific Information’s Current
Contents (Social and Behavioral Sciences, Life Sciences, and Physical &
Chemical Sciences), Social Sciences Citation Index, and Science Citation Index.
